The 
Cleveland Museum of Art's mural-sized canvas Water Lilies , originally 
part of a triptych painted by Claude Monet between 1919 and 1926, will 
be shown with the two other panels from the work, one on loan from the 
Nelson Gallery -Atkins Museum in Kansas City, Missouri and the other 
from the St. Louis Art Museum, February 17 is the last day. 

Gallery A: SOUTHWEST AMERICAN INDIAN ART. Ranging in date from 1000 AD 
to the early 20th century, the pottery, blankets, basketry, and jewelry 
represent the crafts of the Anasazi and Mogollon cultures, as well as the
